LAKE SUCCESS. N. Y„ June 5. 
—U. N. Secretary General Trygve 
Lie is putting finishing touches 
today on drafting proposals to U. 
N. member governments as a first 
step in breaking the deadlock on 
China and easing cold war tension. 
The proposals in general are 
aimed at reactivating U. N. as a 
central meeting ground for nego­ 
tiating the cold war among the dis­ 
puting powers. 
They are based prim arily on 
Lie’s recent peace mission tour of 
the big four capitals, whiih includ­ 
ed highly confidential talks with 
President Truman, Prem ier Stalin, 
Prim e M inister Attlee and Prem ier 
Bidault. 
, . 
Authoritative sources revealed 
that Lie intends to lift the curtain 
somewhat in the next few days on 
the nature of his consultations 
with the four state heads, especial­ 
ly Stalin. 
This step will be the 
first of a series of moves by Lie to 
enlist public support for his cam­ 
paign to break the U. N. stalemate 
and clear the way for dropping Na-

Jap Premier’s 
Government 
Makes Gains 


Election Results 
Give Government 
Increased Strength

TOKYO. June 5 — Prem ier Shig- 
eru Yoshida’s government gained 
added 
parlim entary strength 
in 
near-complete returns tonight from 
yesterday’s elections and moved to 
outlaw Japan's communist party in 
the face of a new general strike 
threat. 
With Yoshida’s L ibertal party 
emerging as the strongest single 
group in the Diet's house of coun­ 
cillors on top of its m ajority in the 
lower chamber, the governm ent in­ 
stituted fresh measures designed to 
curb and eventually elim inate red 
organizations. 
Drastic Decree 
The Japanese communist newspa­ 
per Akahata declared a general 
strike was planned for W ednesday 
or Thursday in Tokyo and this was 
met with a drastic decree prohibit­ 
ing all meetings, indoors or out­ 
doors, throughout the capital for an 
indefinite period. 
Akahata said the planned general 
strike would be called to protest 
“fascist oppressions” and dem and 
the freeing of eight Japanese sen­ 
tenced to prison by a U. S. Army 
court for the Memorial Day beating 
of five uniform ed Americans 
Simultaneously, the communist 
party proclaimed its intention to 
conduct a “last - ditch” 
struggle 
against Yoshida’s plans to end its 
legal existence. 
Ban Is Imposed 
The ban on all public meetings 
in Tokyo was imposed by Police 
Commissioner Sichi Tanaka, who 
said he acted to prevent assemblies 
“designed to create social unrest”. 
Tanaka announced the ban as 
the counting of ballots cast in yes­ 
terday’s elections showed that Yo­ 
shida’s Liberals—the only Japan­ 
ese party advocating a 
separate 
peace treaty with the United States 
—will have at least 70 seats in the 
252-member house of councillors.

Truman Signs

Leopold was barred from returning 
until such a move won the approval 
of both houses of parliament.

army to the advancing Germ ans in 
1940 without notifying the Coun­ 
try’s allies and subsequently col­ 
laborate with the Nazis. 
The referendum on his return 
was held in March with 57:68 per 
cent of the vote favoring Leopold's 
restoration. 
But the margin of victory was 
not sufficient to induce the Lib­ 
erals to vote with the Social Chris­ 
tians in the cham ber of deputies on 
inviting Leopold back.

Hypocrisy And FEPC 
WASHINGTON. June 5. 
AN incontestable fact about politics in this country—and. probably, 
in any country—is that lying and hypocrisy steadily increase as tho 
voting population grows. 
The larger the vote, the more fruitful the 
field for the demagogues and fakirs. 
As the electorate expands, tho 
greater the percentage of Ignorance, the smaller that of intelligence. 


BEYOND dispute, this is the basic reason for the cheapening of our 
public service during the last two decades in which the vote in presi­ 
dential elections has gone from 38,000,000 in 1932 to 49.000,000 in 
1948. 
The estimate for 1952 is approximately 55.000,000. 
Few will 
dispute that in those years, from the White House down, ethical 
standards have been lowered whiie the intellectual and moral inade­ 
quacy of our public representatives has reached an all-time high. 
This, of course, is a direct reflection of a voting population not only 
larger and more gullible than ever before but so much less sensitive 
to shock as to raise doubt whether the capacity for effective public 
indignation has not really been lost. 


PERHAPS the most* convincing illustration of the situation is in 
the so-called civil-rights program of Mr, Truman, the chief feature 
of which is the fair employment practices proposal now pending in 
the Senate. 
It is the simple truth that among the proponents of this 
legislation there is more humbug and less sincerity than about any 
other proposal that has been before Congress in many years. 
The 
whole issue reeks with false pretense and sordid politics. 
Of course, 
some of its advocates are sincere. 
Some really believe that the 
FEPC bill presents a great principle. 
And there are certain 
zealots and crusaders who regard it as embodying the noo.e cause of 
abolishing racial discrimination and segregation. 


BUT. with rare exceptions, not so much as a trace of sincerity on 
this issue exists among the politicians in either party. 
With these, 
it is wholly a matter of politics. 
There is and has been for fourteen 
years a contest between the parties to hold the Negro vote in the ten 
States of the North where it holds the balance of power. 
Particularly, 
is this true of the Democratic party, which since 1936 has become more 
or less dependent on this vote in most of these States and which 
only began to be interested in the Negro after 1936. when, foi the first 
time, it succeeded in weaning away from the Republicans a large per­ 
centage of the Negro vote which had been their basic asset since 
the Civil War. 
Washington Calling 
(By Marquis Childs) 


THE story of how this was done has been told before, but the pres­ 
ent situation makes it worth briefly repeating. 
In 1934. ex-Senator 
Guf/y, of Pennsylvania, sold the idea to Mr. James A. Farley, chair­ 
man of the Democratic National Committee, that with more patron­ 
age lor the Negro he could carry Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Farley felt that 
if this could be done in that State it could in others. He and Senator 
Guffy sold the idea to Mr. Roosevelt, who enthusiastically co-oper­ 
ated. The start was made by naming a Negro editor from Pittsburgh 
as an Assistant Attorney General, the highest public office ever held 
by a Negro. 
This was followed by an avalanche of Negro appoint­ 
ments to a large variety of Federal jobs, care being taken that the re­ 
cipients were from the states whore the Negro vote is large. 


IN the 1936 campaign, the astute Mr. Farley supplemented this by 
putting on the committee pay roll a large number of Negro preachers, 
teachers, deacons and others more or less oratorical who were sent 
through the ten states to spread the gospel that Roosevelt and the New 
Deal were the true friends of the Negro. 
As a result of that cam­ 
paign, more than 90 per cent of the heretofore solidly Republican 
Negro vote was transferred to the Democrats—and most of it is still 
Democratic 
With considerable reason. Mr. Farley considers this the 
greatest political coup in our history. 
Of course, he admits it could

ADOLESCENT CHILDREN 
ARE 
SENSATIVE 
The mortal dread which haunts 
the adolescent boy or girls is fear 
of ridicule. More than ever before 
in his life he is keenly sensitive 
to the approvals and disapprovals 
of others near his age. For years 
he has been struggling to gain 
more freedom from his parents 
• and teachers), and he has made 
considerable gain toward this ob­ 
jective. But he has chosen to put 
himself in chains through fear 
of ridicule by his contemporaries. 
This voluntary slavery makes it 
difficult for parents and teachers 
to guide and protect the adolescent 
as he needs to be guided and pro­ 
tected. It makes it harder also for 
the youth himself to stick to an 
ideal he has accepted and cher­ 
ished which is counter to his 
gang 
This teen-aged youth seems to 
cringe most readily under the 
ridicul* and sarcasm of adults, 
especially of his teachers, chiefly 
because their sting-of-tongue in­ 
spires more cutting ridicule by 
his fellows. 
Ridicule and Sarcasm 
We parents and teachers prac­ 
tically always weaken any good 
influence we may have when, by 
ridicule and sarcasm, we humili­ 
ate a youth before his fellows. It’s 
the 
one 
transgression 
against 
him he is least ready to forgive 
He need not be a psychologist to 
discern that our motive in ridi­ 
cule or sarcasm is, usually, a very 
selfish one. It makes us feel more 
important, and the more laughter 
it brings from others and the 
more abasement 
to the victim, 
the more pleasure it seems to 
give to the one employing it. 
It’s hard for a youth to esteem 
us and want to cooperate with 
us when we get pleasure from in­ 
flicting 
such 
excruciating 
pain 
on him. We may. therefore, con­ 
clude that use of ridicule and 
sarcasm on the teen-aged youth 
is 
generally 
an 
unethical 
and 
harmful act.

Begin With Baby 
Though we adults are particu­ 
larly prone to employ ridicule and 
sarcasm on the 
adolescent.

What parents have not laughed 
at 
the 
little 
child, 
expressing 
pleasure at giving him discom­ 
fort? 
Most parents, indeed, will 
induce a child two or five to re­ 
peat some statement or remark 
before guests so all of them to­ 
gether may have fun at his ex­ 
pense. 
They will go to public 
programs, even in a church, and 
sometimes laugh when a young­ 
ster on the platform falters or 
forgets his lines. 
How immoral 
to 
get 
such pleasure from his 
pain and give him still more pain 
thereby! 
But don’t we want to toughen 
children so they will not wear 
their feelings on their sleeves? 
Yes, we do. But we should do It 
in a more nearly moral and hu­ 
mane 
fashion. 
We 
should 
let 
them learn to “take it” by play­ 
ing, mingling freely with other 
children of their own age. Then 
they compete on a level. 
But 
w'hen we adults laugh at a child 
we 
always 
have 
the 
vantage 
ground 
He can’t easily get back 
at us. 
If he tries to do so. we 
consider him rude, disrespectful, 
impertinent.

UNIFYING A NATION 
Recently the four cities of Davenport, Iowa, and Rock 
Island, Moline and East Moline, Illinois, celebrated a unique 
event in American history. There 94 years before, the first 
locomotive rumbled across the first railroad bridge spanning 
the Mississippi—and bands of iron at last joined the East and 
West. 
In the same month in which the bridge was opened it was 
kammed by a river steamboat. Both boat and bridge burned, 
and suit was brought to prevent the rebuilding of the struc­ 
ture on the grounds that it was an obstacle to navigation. A 
little-known Illinois lawyer represented the railroad. His name 
ivas Abraham Lincoln. Lincoln won his case, establishing the 
principle that bridges carrying railroad tracks may be thrown 
across navigable waters. In this, the man who was to go on to 
become one of the greatest of the presidents, made one of his 
first major contributions to the unity of his country. 
The celebration in the four midwestern cities honored 
a high point in our history. It recalls the titanic struggles that 
characterized the building of the railroads less than a century 
ago. Men are still living who were children then—in their life­ 
times they have seen the railroads do as much as any force to 
build the strength and security of this nation, and to serve its 
homes, farms, and industries in peace and in war, in good 
times and bad. 
The building of the railroads made it possible to settle 
end civUize this continent. Now, a brief century later, the ex­ 
istence of the great railroad industry is vital to the continent’s 
very life as a united nation. 


NEW FLYING TIGERS 
A new “air force” of volunteer and paid pilots may be 
Sighting for Chiang Kai-shek by midsummer. 
The group, recalling the famed Flying Tigers of pre- 
World War U days, is called the International Air Brigade. It 
is reported that 500 airmen have enrolled and that the brigade 
lias linancial backing from the Chinese Nationalist govern­ 
ment. 
LAB reportedly is dedicated to fighting Communism 
everywhere, but the Chinese financial influence indicates that 
they will do their first fighting in the Far East, where Chiang 
is making a last-ditch stand against Red forces. 
The brigade is seeking assurance that it can get its men and 
equipment out of the United States without interference. Here 
it may hit a shoal, as United States policy has been consistently 
against any sanction of a non-federal military force to fight 
against another nation, even a hostile one.

Fraternity Houses 
At State College 


STA TE C O LLFG E. Pa . June 5. 
— (IN S )— Bars 
in 
Pennsylvania 
State College fraternity houses and 
student quarters will be a mem­ 
ory after September 10 under an 
edict posted today on the campus. 
Acting President James Milhol- 
land signed the ban which stated 
that the college always has re­ 
tained the right to expell any stu­ 
dent whose conduct is considered 
prejudicial to Penn '"tate. 
Milholland’s order 6tated: 
“ (1) 
The college disapproves of 
drinking by students as being a 
practice detrimental to their whole­ 
some and useful development. 
"(t) 
The college disapproves of 
the holding of drinking parties by 
students or student organisations 
at any time or any place. 
“ (3) 
The college does not per­ 
mit the establishment of bars, or 
their maintenance in the residence 
or headquarters of any fraternity, 
rooming house, society, or other 
student organization and all exist­ 
ing facilities shall be removed by 
September 10. 1950 
“ <4> 
No student shall possess or 
use alcoholic beverages on college 
property.” 
The first two items, said Milhol- 
land, were stated ‘‘in terms of dis­ 
approval and not as regulations.” 
The order stemmed from a nat­ 
ural decline in the enrollment of 
ex-servicemen who were of the 
opinion that if they were “ old 
enough to fight they were old 
enough to drink,” according to a 
spokesman. 
The order has been held in abey­ 
ance for several months, it was in­ 
dicated. 
The interfraternity council has 
endorsed Milholland’s order.

that soon make them react and 
feel as we do. 
There is no doubt that a grow­ 
ing child can have e “full, rich life“ 
without becoming a bosom pal of 
some of the lower forms of animal 
life, but it seems a shame to shut 
off such interests and there’s lit­ 
tle point in making him fearful os 
squeamish 
Many a youngster gets 
a good deal of satisfaction out of 
observing the crawling, creeping, 
flying things around him. 
Naturally, he must learn the na­ 
ture of bees and wasps, of pinch­ 
ing beetles and poisonous snakes; 
and he must learn to discover the 
other harmless creatures that need 
not be treated with such caution. 
Parents and other grownups can 
learn to “steel themselves” against 
reactions they have developed, and 
help their juniors to grow up with­ 
out a lot of unnecessary fears 
So 
why not try holding a garter snake 
the next time you meet one?

may he surprised to find that he 
isn’t the least bit slimy.
